1 . USDOC/CAGNE AND AID SUBJECT TO AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS 
ARE CONSIDERING CO-FUNDING OF A TECHNICAL MISSION/ 

SEMINAR IN COOPERATION WITH EPA, TO COVER SEVERAL KEY EN- 
VIRONMENTAL INTERESTS IN SAUDI ARABIA AND THE GULF 
COUNTRIES. IMPETUS FOR MISSION DERIVES MAINLY FROM: 
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PROPOSAL BY DR. OAKLEY, DIRECTOR, INTERNATIONAL TECH 
NOLOGY DIVISION, EPA, FOR PAN-ARAB ENVIRONMENTAL FAIR

2. RATIONALE MISSION/SEMINAR IS THAT AMERICAN INDUSTRY 
HAS SPENT BILLIONS OF DOLLARS TO MEET ENVIRONMENTAL CON- 
TROL REQUIREMENTS AND CONSEQUENTLY, U.S. CONSULTANTS AND 
MANUFACTURERS IN ENVIRONMENTAL FIELD HAVE DEVELOPED 

SUPERIOR RESOURCES WHICH COULD ASSIST SAUDI ARABIA AND 
GULF COUNTRIES AT PRESENT DEVELOPMENT STAGE AND COULD 
LEAD ULTIMATELY TO LARGE-SCALE U.S. EXPORTS ENVIRON- 
MENTAL EQUIPMENT AND TECHNOLOGY TO AREA. OF IMMEDIATE 
IMPORTANCE IS ASSISTING AND STRENGTHENING ENVIRONMENTAL
